NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that the Director of Community Development of the City of Rancho Palos
Verdes will consider an application for the following project:

SITE PLAN REVIEW WITH NEIGHBORHOOD COMPATIBILITY (CASE NO.
ZON2017-00156): A request to demolish 65% of the existing single-family residence
to accommodate the construction of 1,306ft? of single-story additions to the front, side,
and rear fagades. The request includes a new roof increasing the overall structure
height from 15’ to 16.6’ (as measured from lowest adjacent grade to the top of the
highest roof ridgeline), one new skylight, an interior remodel, a new a/c unit in the west
side yard, fagade remodel, and ancillary site improvements.
